[ lice. They also felt an effort should 
ibo made to stop further publicity of 
lour city's affairs, and therefore a 
[committee of seven prominent men 
F waited upon the board to ask for an 
^investigation of the affair.

He declared that California has a 
better code from the standpoint of 
quick justice than any other state in 
the union, now that drastic changes 
have been made by the legislature 
He placed the responsibility for la\v 
and order squarely on the citizenry 
and declared that if the people are 
o govern themselves it will be neces 
snry for them to take a mo« ini-olli 
gent and quickened interest in the' 
election of public officials and the 
making of the laws.

Telephone Company of Covina from 
our valley people to outside capital- 
ists is something that should receive 
more than passing comment. 


This company, which was organiz- 


ed in 1902 by local people, has prob- 
ably done more toward building up 
this valley than any other one fac- 
tor outside of the major industries of 
oranges and walnuts. 


It was soon after the Home Tele- 


phone Company of Los Angeles was 
formed, that a Mr. Spencer of Los 
Angeles, who know something of this 
lino of endeavor, succeeded in inter 
esting four local men to go in with 
him, and the company was organ- 
ized with Dr. J. D. Reed, as presi- 
dent, H. M. Houser, treasurer, John 
O. Housor, superintendent, and C. E. 
Crawford, secretary. 
Mr. Spencer 


was the other, and made a board of 
iive directors. 
Later on John H. 


Coolman and A. P. Kerckhoffl bought 
stock in the company and came on 
the board of directors. 


In 1902, the year of organization— 


Covina was a small village, with very 
limited telephone service, only about 
four or five Bell phones being here 
in the district.

booth was at Carl Clapp 's " drug 
store, and the only other telephones 
being at the Hotel Vendome and a 
couple at the packinghouse. 


VOLUNTEER LINEMEN 


Those early 
construction days, 


when we were extending our pole 
lines and installing our system, de- 
veloped some very amusing incidents. 
We had a bunch of union linemen 
come out from Los Angeles, and for 
some reason they called a strike on 
us, and refused to work. To those 
of you who know the Houser bro- 
thers, especialy Harve and 
John, 


even in those days they would not 
stand any foolishness. 
They said: 


"All 
right, we will get our own 


crew and put in our plant," and we 
told the union men to go. 


We got "Doc" Fairly, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. I. C. Fairly, who had taken 
a correspondence course in electric- 
ity—a bright, active young fellow, 
and he broke in Will Emrick to climb 
poles and string wire, with Jim Buz' 
zard as ground man. Doc. Fairly is 
now general manager 
of a large 


telephone company in Texas, and 
Emrick and Buzzard are still on the 
job with the local company. Harve 
Houser says: "If necessary I can 
climb a pole," so one day Harve 
started to climb that pole on what 
is'now Irven Reynold's corner at 
Citrus and Badillo streets. He got 
up about ten feet, and happened to 
look down, and concluded right then 
and there that he had 
gone far 


enough. He came down, and said he 
would not climb any pole for a hun- 
dred dollars. But Harve was very 
useful in those days—he would take 
his horse and open buggy, put 
coil of wire in behind and trot oil 
down the road, or across some man'.s 
field, and thus we were 
able to 


string a lot of wire, even with 
amateur crew. 


Probably the most 
conspicuous 


piece of construction work was the 
pole line running north on Ben Lo 
mond. John Houser, as superinten 
dent, told Harve and Crawford to 
stake out that pole line so that the 
crew could put in the poles. 
Th 


brush and weeds in front of what is 
now Mrs. C. E. Paige's residence wa 
something fierce,—nearly as high a 
one's head, so that it was hard to 
sight a straight line, but we stake 
it out, and when those poles went u] 
in air it was a sight for sore eyes 
They lined up about us straight as o 
ram's horn and for many years w 
were kidded about that pole line. 


READY TO GO 


Finally, we were ready to give 


service, and decided, if we could 
jet twenty-five subscribers, we would 
;ive day service 
only, and if we 


ould get fifty subscribers, we would 
/ive day and night service. J. O. 
Houser and Crawford were appointed 
a committee to get subscribers, and 
after soliciting four or five days, we 
had enough prospects to guarantee 
day and night service right from the 
start. 


A small switchboard, capable of 


accommodating about one hundred 
subscribers was installed, and Clara 
Stumpf, now Mrs. Prank Anderson, 
whose husband is the foreman of the 
Covina Citrus Association, was put 
in as the first operator, at a salary 
of $20 per month, and she had to 
work ten hours 
a day. "Chet" 


Fairly, a younger son of I. C. Fairly, 
was put on as night operator. The 
telephone office was in the rear of 
the Dr. Reed building, tip-stairs, in 
the room now occupied by Attorney 
A. M. Pence. 


We put in !•- folding bed, so that 


after 10 o'clock p. m., Chet could 
go to bed with a buzzer at the head 
of the bed to wake him when a call 
clime in. In those days about the

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Judge Reed's Job— 


Judge Thomas B. Reed of Covina has been sitting in the 


municipal court in. Los Angeles for several months. 
Need 


for more municipal judges in that congested area resulted in 
his selection, and in the meantime Judge Durrell of Azusa 
township has been handling both his own work and that of 
Judge Reed's in Covina township. 


It is not at all surprising to Covina citizens that Tom 


Reed has made good in the Los Angeles court. He is quiet 
and friendly, a man of few words, well grounded in the law, 
and possessed of natural fair-mindedness. Recently, he has 
been handling the traffic court, a maze of cases, where de- 
cisions are hande'd out as rapidly as packages in a five- and 
ten-cent store. It is a difficult court, and not one especially 
sought by other judges, a post of arduous labor.. But the 
newspapermen who frequent his court say that he runs it 
with the minimum of friction, and has the faculty of impos* 
ing penalties that fit the cases, and leaving the impression 
with the ones most interested that their affairs have been 
handled without bias or discrimination. 


Now and then, Judge Reed's high regard for the safety 


of the public is seen when some citizen of undoubted prom- 
inence, hoping for leniency because of influential.connections, 
is made to pay for a serious infraction. This happened a 
few days ago when Herman H. Cline, Jr., son of the chief 
of detectives of the Los Angeles police department, was be- 


^ 
fore him on a charge of reckless driving. The young man 


& 
was sent to jail for thirty days. Judge Reed seldom lectures 
anyone, but he took occasion to tell this young man that in 
imperilling the lives of others he was attempting to break 
down laws which his own father was sworn to uphold and 
enforce. Those who know the pressure that is brought to 
bear in various and devious ways in some court cases, realize 
that this case has outstanding significance. 


The law is for all. The fact that it is not always invoked 


for all does not change the fundamental reasons for the law. 
Leniency, if practiced in the courts, should be confined to 
the poor, the ignorant and the.more or less unintentional 
wrong-doer. The higher the man's position in society, and 
the greater opportunity he has had to acquaint himself with 
the law and the need for the law, the less reason for leniency 
when he is guilty of an infraction. No judge can give ex- 
pression to such a sentiment as a principle, perhaps, because 
the law is strictly for all, the rich and the poor, the fortunate 
and the degraded. But it nevertheless stands as a truism that 
those who best know their culpability are more deserving of 
punishment. 


The pessimistic ones declare that the rich and the power- 


ful escape punishment, and there are plenty of precedents 
for this pessimism. But law enforcement has come to be such 
a serious problem in this country, it behooves all courts to 
hew to the line, as Judge Reed is doing. 
Rich and poor, 


powerful and weak, we will all be safer and happier if this is 
done.

Too Many Churches— 


Limiting churches to one church for each 1,000 population 


in any single community is the principle adopted by the 
National Church conference recently held in Cleveland. That 
means that any town of 1,000 or less should have but one 
protestant churc'h, regardless of the denomination. It also 
means that there should not be another until at least the 
half-way mark towards another thousand 'has been passed. 
Towns where there are more churches than that minimum 
in proportion to population should have the number reduced 
by consolidations and by the adoption of the union or com- 
munity church principle. 


American towns, especially the older ones, are much over 


churched; and the churches are under-attended. It is com- 
monly admitted that one church with 300 to 500 in the audi- 
ence is better than four churches with 'less than 100 each, 
better for the people who belong to them and for the com- 
munity itself. One strong church can do more work and 
more good and hold a community up to high ideals better 
than can four weak ones. If not so much money were wasted 
in an effort to keep alive a lot of small churches, there would 
be available more for the spread of the gospel at home and 
mission work abroad. 
, 


This movement towards consolidation of weak churches 


and the establishment of community churches embracing in 
their membership persons of all protestant denominatipns 
has made considerable progress in the last decade, but is 
still in an initial stage. It is hard to get the small churches 
that have existed in towns for years to abandon their strict 
denominational lines and unite. There is nothing so con- 
servative as religion. In new and growing communities, it 
is easier to spread the union idea, yet even there the denom- 
inational feeling is strong and asserts itself. However, the 
spirit of church union is growing. The practical American 
is behind it.—San Bernardino Sun. 


Watershed Protection Pays— 


During the Orange county farm bureau forestry tour on 


November 19, a remarkable demonstration of the effective- 
ness of chaparral cover in conserving water by preventing 
destructive erosion was seen at the Harding reservoir. 


In October, 1926, the heavy chaparral cover on this water- 


shed was almost entirely destroyed by fire, leaving the slopes 
unprotected. During November a heavy rain fell during a 
24-hour period. Santiago creek quickly became a turbulent 
mass of muddy water, containing over 60 per cent solid mat- 
ter washed from the burn. The Santa Ana river, which in 
the past had never had a peak flow of. more than 8,000 record 
feet during similar rains, showed approximately four times 
that at the height of the flood.
